I have  the  honour,  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1941,  The  year  has  been  an  anxious  one  from  many  points  of  view, 
but  fortunately  there  were  119  epidemics  of  infectious  disease.

In  my  annual  report  for  1940  I made  reference  to  the 
improvements - which  were,  being  made  in  th&.  sanitary  condition  of  the 
deep  shelters.  This  work  was  continued  during  1941.  Although  there 
has  been  a regular  sleeping  population  in  the  deep  shelters,  there  has 
been  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  directly  attributable  to  the 
habitual  use  of  these  shelters*  ^ : u;

Enemy  attack  entailed  additional  work  for  all  members  of  the 
staff,  but  this  was  overcome-’  without  serious  difficulty. 

Civil  Defence  work  carried  on  by  the  department  does  not 
come  within  the  scope  of, this  report,  but  I must  mention  the  large 
amount  of  time  which  has  had  to  be  bpent  in  dealing  with  the  various 
branches  of  the  work  which  now  falls  to  the  lot  of  a Public  Health 
Department.  , 


v „ The  very  important  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Section  was  carried;  on . through  the  year.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
there  was  a steady  return  of  families  to  Dover,  and  this  led  to  an 
increase  of  attendances  at  the  welfare  clinics.  ^ Health  visitors  have 
found  that  the  frequent  changes  of  address  which  have  been  effected  by 
families  have  added  gpe.atly  to  their  work.  The  arrangements  for  the 
evacuation  of  expectant'  mothers  for  their  confinement  were  carried  out 
by  the  department. 

■On  the  f e-opfning  of  .the  schools  in  October,  Mrs.  Walker  was 
recalled  from  South  Wales,  to  help  With  the  additional  work. 


The  re-opening  of  the  schools  also  enabled  us  to  initiate  a 
campaign  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  The  number  of  children 
which  attended  the  clinic  shows  a considerable  increase  on  the  previous 
year,  and  there*  is  reason  to  believe  :that  there  will  be  a still  greater 
increase,  for  1942 < But  the  number  of  children  who  are  not  immunised 

still  remains  top;  great.

(a)  Water  Supply:  Water  is  supplied  to  the  Borough  partly  by  the 
East  Kent  District  Water  Company,  and  in  the  majority  from  the 
Corporation  Waterworks.  The  water  is  deep  well  water  and  is 
chlorinated.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  tests  taken  through  the 
year  have  proved  satisfactory. 

There  are  21  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  not  connected  with 
the  public  mains.  Of  these  - 

9 have  well  water  (from  3 wells) 

10  have  rain  water  tanks. 

2_have  spring  water.

Alternative  Sources  of  Water  Supply:  In  co-operation  with 
the  Water  Engineer  a number  of  alternative  sources  of  supply  were 
investigated  and  classified.  These  sources  of  supply  varied  from 
disused  wells  to  storage  tanks  in  industrial  buildings.  In  all 
59  alternative  sources  ofmter  supply  were  investigated  and  put  into 
working  order  throughout  the  year. ' Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
chlorination  where  necessary  and  warning  notices  have  been  published. 
Fortunately,  it  was  not  necessary  to  utilise  any  of  these  sources 
during  the  year. 

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewerage:  The  main  sev/erage  system  discharges 
into  the  sea. 


With  the  following  exceptions  all  houses  are  connected  to 
main  sewers

(c)  Scavenging  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse:  Disposal  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Ooombe  was  continued  through  the  year  and 
proved  satisfactory. 

(d)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District:  Mr.  Whorwell, 

Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  as  follows 


The  second  complete  year  of  work  under  the  difficult  conditions 
which  are  inevitable  while  a state  of  war  exists,  saw  a further 
increase  in  the  additional  duties  that  have  been  imposed  on  the 
depleted  staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  by  these  circumstances. 

The  supervision  of  all  Public  Air  Raid  shelters  was  intensified. 
Systematic  inspection  of  these  shelters  was  carried  out  by  day  and 
night  and  they  wore  sprayed  with  a disinfectant  weekly  as  a routine 
measure.  All  bedding  is  examined  and  disinfestation  resorted  to  in 
all  cases  where  found  necessary. 

The  Sanitary  accommodation  of  these  shelters  has  given  little 
cause  for  complains  where  water  closets  are  installed,  but  those  with 
chemical  closets  are  a source  of  nuisance  at  times;  a defect 
inseparable  from  this  type  of  convenience. 

The  sleeping  accommodation  has  been  considerably  extended. 

The  various  duties  which  arise  after  an  incident,  such  as  the 
inspection  of  food  shops  and  disposal  of  damaged  foodstuffs; 
inspection  of  bombed  sites  to  prevent  rat  infestation  as  far  as 
possible  from  damaged  drains  and  sanitary  fittings;  disinfestation  of 
furniture  and  bedding  removed  from  certain  damaged  premises  before 
storage,  etc.  All  these  have  become  part  of  tne  routine  work  of  the 
Department. 

During  the  period  under  review  three  cases  occurred  where 
nuisances  on  bombed  sites  arose  some  time  after  the  incident.  Two  of

these  were  due  to  fractured  drains,  and  one  to  an  accumulation  of 


foul  water  in  a bomb  crater.  The 


pumped  out  and  then  filled  in  with 
expected  that  further  instances  of 
drains  will  occur  as  time  goes  on- 
how  widespread  such  damage  may  be 
the  explosion  of  a bomb  or  shell,

As  might  be  expected  the  conditions  under  which  the  various 
Civil  Defence  staffs  work  and  more  particularly,  sleep,  has  led  to 
some  trouble  from  vermin  infestation,  particularly  in  those  cases  where 
the  accommodation  is  restricted;  or  where  the  daily  work  of  the 
personnel  takes  them  into  premises  damaged  by  enemy  action  and 
possibly  verminous,  e.g. , the  Light  Rescue  Parties.  Prompt  action 
by  the  Department  has  prevented  serious  infestation  of  any  of  the 
Posts  and  Depots. 


As  in  1940,  supervision  of  the  First  Aid  Posts  and  Cleansing 
station  personnel  and  of  the  entire  equipment  of  the  Casualty  Services 
(Medical  and  Personal)  occupied  a considerable  part  of  the  Inspectors 
working  hours.

Government  Control  of  Slaughtering:  Government  control  of 
slaughtering  in  the  area,  which  comprised  the  Boroughs  of  Dover,  Deal 
and  Sandwich  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Dover  and  Eastry,  commenced  in 
the  Borough  on  the  16th  January,  1910,  from  which  date  all  private 
slaughtering  was  prohibited,  and  ceased  on  the  19th  September,  1940, 
after  one  of  the  three  slaughterhouses  used  for  this  purpose  had  been 
damaged  by  enemy  action.  The  slaughtering  for  the  above  area  is  now 
carried  on  in  the  Eastry  Rural  District.  All  meat  and  offal  intended 
for  human  consumption  in  the  Dover  area  passes  through  a distribution 
Depot  in  the  Borough,  where  it  is  regularly  examined  before  delivery 
to  the  local  shops.

2.  Measures  against  Rodents:  During  1941  no  action  was  taken  under 
Article  21  of“the  Porn  "'Sanitary  Regulations,  1933. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health's  instructions  particular 
attention  was  paid  to  the  possibility  of  extensive  rat  infestation  on 
board  vessels  and  in  the  docks  area.  It  was  found  necessary  to  take 
steps  to  deal  with  an  infestation  of  black  rats  in  a Transit  Camp 
which  is  adiacent  to  the  dock  area,  on  several  occasions.  During 
these  operations  75  rats  'were  caught. 

One  suspicious  black  rat  carcase  was  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination.  No  dangerous  organisms  were  found  at  the  post  mortem. 

One  case  of  rather  serious  rat  infestation  was  dealt  with  on 
one  of  H.M.  drifters.  In  this  case  two  fumigations  of  SO2  proved 
effective.
